Were  Temple  Dancers 

Group  Has  Played  Over  Many  Paris 
of  World;  Were  in  Holland  When 
War  Broke  Out. 


Young  as  nymphs  are  the  temple 
dancers  In  Ball. 

At  12,  considered  too  old  for 
the  temple,  they  retire  and  usually 
marry.  But  when  temple-dancer 
Devi-Dja  was  dancing  In  Java, 
great  Anna  Pavlowa  gave  a  perfor¬ 
mance  there  and  the  young 
Javanese  girl  went  to  see  her.  As 
a:  result,  Devi-Dja  decided  that  12 
was  too  young  to  quit.  She  collected 
a  group  of  “aging”  temple  dancers 
and  started  giving  performances  for 
visiting  tourists. 

One  year  later,  the  dancers  toured 
Java  and  French  Indo-China,  and 
later  France.  They  filled  engage¬ 
ments  in  Europe  until  the  war 
caught  them  In  Holland.  As  they 
had  already  been  engaged  for  an 
American  tour,  they  slipped  out  of 
Europe  by  the  first  available  boat 
and  landed  in  Manhattan. 

The  Bali-Java  dancers  have  been 
playing  to  capacity  houses  from 
coast  to  coast.  They  will  appear  in 
the  College  auditorium  the  night  of 
April  9  at  8:15  p.  m.  to  present  the 
final  major  entertainment  in  the 
1941-42  series. 

“A  rare  and  exciting  experience,” 
was  the  report  of  the  New  York 
Post  when  the  Bali-Java  dancers  ap¬ 
peared  there  at  the  Guild  Theater. 
Their  appearance  here  follows  en¬ 
gagements  in  Chicago,  Philidelphia, 
Washington,  Kansas  City  and  other 
cities  where  critics  have  acclaimed 
them  as  the  greatest  exponents  of 
Oriental  dancing  since  Uday  Shan- 
Kar’s  Hindu  Ballet. 

These  lavishly-costumed  maidens 
from  Java  will  portray  the  passion¬ 
ate  and  langorous  tales  of  native 
Bali,  Java  and  Sumatra  to  the 
strains  of  their  own  native  Gainelan 
music. 

"The  varied  program  is  not  limited 
to  the  dancers  of  Bali  alono,  but 
include  samples  from  Java,  Modan 
and  Papua  and  run  the  gamut  from 
savagely  to  the  courtly  ceremonial. 
Their  program  will  include  four 
ballets.

The  admission  price  will  be  $1.00 
or  activity  cards,  and  25  cents  ad¬ 
ditional  for  reserved  seats. 


League  of  Nations  Man 
Talks  to  College  Classes 

Mr.  Wallace  Taylor  of  the  State 
College  of  Teachers  of  New  York 
and  a  representative  of  the  League 
of  Nations  Association,  spoke  to  the 
Social  Science  classes  Friday  after¬ 
noon,  March  20,  in  Room  327. 

Mr.  Taylor  told  the  group  that 
teachers  have  a  responsible  role  in 
the  provision  of  understandings  of 
backgrounds  so  that  war  cannot 
happen  again.  He  stated  that  it 
was  necessary  for  the  United  na¬ 
tions  to  win  in  peace  as  well  as  war. 

According  to  the  speaker  this  war 
started  some  time  ago;  perhaps 
when  the  Senate  failed  to  ratify  the 
Versailles  treaty,  when  Japan  cap¬ 
tured  Manchuria,  or  when  Mussolini 
invaded  Ethopia.  He  believes  that 
it  will  be  from  8  to  25  years  before 
peace  is  achieved. 

When  the  war  docs  end  Mr.  Tay¬ 
lor  said  that  the  people  of  the 
United  'States  must  be  willing  to 
pay  high  taxes,  and  buy  reconstruc¬ 
tion  bonds.  A  reorganisation  of  ec¬ 
onomic  concepts  will  be  necessary. 
We  will  have  to  educate  the  people 
of  India,  China,  and  countries  like 
them,  in  order  to  prevent  a  third 
world  war. 

Mr.  Taylor  believes  that  the 
newspapers  of  today  are  doing  a 
good  job  of  analyzing  the  war. 

Following  his  talk  Mr.  Taylor 
answered  questions  concerning  the 
possible  outcome  of  the  war,  plans 
of  educaton  for  a  League  of  Nations, 
and  standards  of  living  after  the 
war.

Dr.  Rcven  S.  DeJarnette,  Chair¬ 
man,  Department  of  Music,  will 
leave  tonight  for  Milwaukee  to  at¬ 
tend  the  Biennial  Meeting  of  the 
Music  Educators  National  Confer¬ 
ence,  which  will  extend  from  March 
28  to  April  2  inclusive-  Dr.  DeJar¬ 
nette  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Committee  on  Teacher  Education, 
and  will  appear  on  a  panel  at  the 
sectional  meeting  conducted  by  this 
Committee. 

The  Music  Educators  National 
Conference  has  some  15,000  mem¬ 
bers  and  is  the  only  body  repre¬ 
sentative  of  school  and  college  de¬ 
partments  of  music  education.  In

Mr.  Colbert  Checks  His 
Work  Against  Questions 

Mr.  George  H.  Colbert  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  Mathematics  has  been 
interested  this  week  in  some  ques¬ 
tions  sent  him  by  his  son  Phillip, 
who  is  teaching  for  the  Government 
in  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  The  ques¬ 
tions  are  ones  which  Mr.  Phillip 
Colbert  is  giving  students  in  his 
night  classes  in  mathematics. 

The  class,  made  up  of  men  from 
18  to  50  years  of  age,  meets  three 
nights  a  week.  Mr.  Colbert  is  in¬ 
structing  them  in  mathmatics  to  fit 
them  for  work  in  airplane  construc¬ 
tion  in  Omaha.  The  work  begins 
with  straight  arithmetic  —  much 
work  in  percentage  and  o tiler  prac¬ 
tical  matter — takes  up  simple  alge¬ 
bra,  and  introduces  some  little  trig¬ 
onometry. 

Mr.  Colbert’s  comment  on  the 
questions  sent  by  his  son  was, 
"These  questions  give  us  an  idea 
whether  we  are  teaching  what  the 
government  is  going  to  require  of  its 
workmen.” 


Miniature  Orchestra 


Hilda  Hamblin,  a  senior  music 
major  in  the  College,  has  had  at  the 
College  tills  week  a  complete  105- 
piece  symphony  orchestra  made  in 
miniature  models  by  the  pupils  of 
Miss  Hamblin  when  she  taught  last 
year  in  Hamilton.  The  miniature 
symphony  orchestra  was  made  as  a 
project  which  could  be  used  on  Par¬ 
ents'  Day  to  show  some  of  the  work 
the  pupils  had  done, 

The  idea  for  tire  orchestra  model 
was  taken  from  an  article  in  tire  Ed¬ 
ucational  Music  Magazine  for  No- 
vembcr-Deceinber,  1940.  Miss  Helen 
G.  Bonney,  supervisor  of  music,  New 
Britain,  Connecticut,  and  author  of 
the  article,  sent  Miss  Hamblin's 
group  a  sample  figure  player.  Us¬ 
ing  this  figure  and  the  illustrations 
in  the  magazine  as  guides,  the  group 
of  grade  school  children  constructed 
the  model  orchestra. 

The  players  are  mado  of  pipe 
cleaners  with  corks  for  heads  and 
yarn  for  hair.  To  simulqto  formal 
dress,  the  pipe-cleaner  arms,  legs, 
and  bodies  are  wrapped  in  black 
yarn.  The  figures  are  seated  upon 
largo  corks  for  chairs.  The  instru¬ 
ments  are  all  cut  from  balsa  wood 
and  painted  in  appropriate  colors. 
The  players  are  all  seated  upon  a 
stage,  whlcli  is  constructed  to  scale, 


and  cacli  player  is  in  his  proper 
place  according  to  the  seating  ar¬ 
rangement  given  in  the  Junior  Brl- 
tannica  Encyclopedia.  The  color 
scheme  of  the  stage  is  gold  and 
ivory,  mottled  with  blue. 

Of  particular  Interest  Is  the  model 
grand  piano  made  by  a  boy  whose 
name  appears  on  it  in  gold  letter¬ 
ing — put  there  by  somebody  else  as 
a  surprise  to  the  boy  who  made  the 
piano.  It  is  carefully  proportioned 
and  appears  complete  in  every  de¬ 
tail. 

A  set  of  chromatic  chimes,  made 
of  silvered  soda  straws,  is  also  very 
interesting.  The  tympanl,  made  of 
rubber  balls  cut  in  half  and  gilded, 
look  very  real.  All  the  other  instru¬ 
ments  are  likewise  carefully  con¬ 
structed  and  properly '  proportioned 
to  the  figures  which  play  them. 
Each  tiny  musician  looks  very  real¬ 
istic  as  he  holds  his  instrument  hi 
tire  proper  position  fpr  playing. 

Tire  display,  accompanied  by  rec¬ 
ords  of  syphonlc  music  played  on  a 
victrola,  attracted  much  attention 
on  Parents’  Day.  iMiss  Hamblin 
pinns  to  use  the  model  again  in  her 
music  fundamentals  class  in  the 
Horace  Mann  school, .  where  she  is 
now  a  student  teacher.

Offering  V-l  Course 


Pre-Easter  Music 
Will  Be  Assembly 
Program  Thursday 

Mr.  H.  N.  Schuster  Will  Be 
Conductor;  Miss  Ilsley, 
Accompanist. 

■Next  week’s  assembly  program  will 
consist  of  a  pre-Easter  Concert  by 
the  College  iChorus,  Mr.  H.  N. 
Schuster,  conductor,  and  Miss  Alice 
M.  Ilsley,  accompanist.  The  pro¬ 
gram  will  consist  of  selections  from 
“The  Messiah",  an  oratorio  by 
Georg  Frideric  Handel.  It  is  sig¬ 
nificant  that  this  oratorio,  undoubt¬ 
edly  the  most  popular  ever  written 
in  this  form,  was  first  performed 
exactly  200  years  ago,  the  date  being 
April  13,  1742,  in  Dublin,  Ireland. 
Handel  was  of  German  birth  but 
had  become  a  naturalized  citizen  of 
the  British  Isles  when  the  oratorio 
was  produced.  “The  Messiah”  is  a 
prodigious  work  comprising  fifty- 
seven  numbers,  divided  into  three 
parts  which  are  devoted  respec¬ 
tively  to  (1)  the  Nativity  and 
Prophesy,  (2)  the  Passion  ana 
Triumph  and  (3)  the  Second  Com¬ 
ing  and  Judgment.  Numbers  from 
each  of  the  three  parts  will  be  per¬ 
formed  on  the  assembly  program. 

Choruses  which  will  be  sung  arc 
“And  the  Glory  of  the  Lord,”  “Be¬ 
hold  the  Lamb  of  God,”  “Surely  He 
hath  borne  our  griefs,”  "Lift  up 
your  heads,  O  ye  gates,”  “Since  by 
man  came  death,”  and  the  “Halle¬ 
lujah”  chorus.

A  general  assembly  of  the 
three  upper-classes  is  called 
for  Tuesday  morning,  March  31, 
at  10:50  o’clock  in  the  Aud¬ 
itorium.  The  purpose  of  the 
meeting  Is  the  election  of  011c- 
term  senators. 

Special  attention  is  called  to 
a  by-law  enacted  April  29,  1941 
to  the  effect  “that  one-half  of 
the  class  members  must  be  pres¬ 
ent  before  any  official  business 
can  be  transacted.” 

Further  attention  is  called  to 
the  following  statement  of  elec¬ 
tion  procedure,  -  from  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Student  Gov¬ 
ernment  Association  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College : 

Article  G,  Section  U.  At  a 
special  meeting  of  tne  Senior, 
Junior,  and  Sophomore  classes 
within  20  days  after  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  winter  quarter,  the 
one-t6rm  senator  will  be  re¬ 
elected  or  replaced  by  a  mem¬ 
ber  elected  for  two  quarters. 

The  same  procedure  must  be 
followed  pertaining  to  the  two- 
quarter  term  members  of  the 
Senate  within  20  days  after  the 
beginning  of  the  spring  quar¬ 
ter. 

The  Freshman  class,  within 
20  days  after  the  beginning  of 
the  winter  quarter,  shall  elect 
two  members  to  serve  on  the 
Senate  for  two  quarters  each. 
At  least  two  candidates  for  each 
office  shall  be  nominated. 

Article  10,  section  9  (specific 
powers  of  senator)  Controlling 
and  supervising  College  Elec¬ 
tions  whether  they  be  class  or 
organization.  All  election  con¬ 
tests  may  be  appealed  directly 
to  the  Senate  and  its  decision 
is  final.

College  Man  Gets  Right 
to  Enter  Regional 
Competition. 

Hcrschcl  Bryant  won  second  place 
honors  in  the  district  meet  of  the 
National  Extempore  contest  on  in¬ 
ter-American  affairs  at  Columbia, 
March  20.  He  spoke  on  the  geogra¬ 
phy  of  South  America  and  its  effect 
on  the  United  States.  Bryant  won 
the  privilege  to  enter  (he  regional 
contest  in  Kansas  City  in  April  after 
competition  with  six  speakers  who 
were  winners  of  'their  respective 
rounds  earlier  in  the  day. 

A  gold  Everslmrp  ixuicil  was 
awarded  to  Bryant  and  Merrill 
Tomlin  of  Central,  who  won  first 
place  and  will  also  enter  the  region¬ 
al  contest. 

The  speeches  of  the  six  speakers 
in  the  final  competition  were  re¬ 
corded  and  will  be  sent  to  the  office 
of  Inter-American  Affairs  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  and  a  cross-section  of 
public  opinion  will  be  established. 

In  the  regional  meet  Bryant  will 
be  in  competition  with  representa¬ 
tives  from  colleges  and  universities 
from  seven  states.

In  order  that  men  of  the  College 
j  may  understand  this  program  fully, 
n  meeting  of  all  freshmen  and 
sophomore  men  who  think  they  may 
be  interested  in  it  is  called  for  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon  at  4:00  o’clock  in 
Room  207.  Dean  J.  W.  Jones,  who 
has  been  designated  to  be  in  charge 
of  the  program,  announces  that  he 
has  asked  a  Navy  recruiting  officer 
from  St.  Joseph  to  be  present  at 
this  meeting.  Anyone  may  attend 
the  meeting,  but  it  is  especially  for 
freshmen  and  sophomore  men  in¬ 
terested  in  the  program. 

To  give  men  an  opportunity  to 
know  what  this  program  is  like,  a 
few  quotations  from  the  Circular  of 
information  are  given  below. 

Regulations 

“Applicants  for  enlistment  in 
Class  V-l  ((accredited  college  pro¬ 
gram)  must  qualify  under  the  fol¬ 
lowing  requirements: 

“(a)  Be  unmarried,  male  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  not  less  than 
seventeen  and  under  twenty  years 
of  age  as  of  date  of  enlistment,  ex¬ 
cept  that  applicants  may  be  enlist¬ 
ed  who  have  reached  their  twen¬ 
tieth  birthday  not  more  than  sixty 
days  prior  to  completion  of  their 
sophomore  year.  Juniors  and  sen¬ 
iors  will  not  be  eligible. 

“(b)  Meet  physical  requirements 
for  enlistment  in  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Reserve.” 

They  must  have  the  following 
educational  qualifications  as  well 
as  being  of  good  repute  in  their 
community: 

"(1)  Be  enrolled  or  accepted  for 
enrollment  in  an  accredited  uni¬ 
versity,  college,  or  junior  college, 
pursuing  a  course  leading  to  a  bac¬ 
calaureate  degree. 

(2)  To  be  eligible  for  enlistment, 
applicant  must  furnish  a  certificate 
from  tiie  Registrar  of  the  school 
attended,  stating  that  the  applicant 
is  a  duly  registered  regular  full¬ 
time  student  in  good  standing,  or 
has  been  accepted  for  admission 
thereto. 

"(3)  Applicants  who  expect  to 
t  ansfer  to  Class  V-7  must  be  pur¬ 
suing  a  course  leading  to  any  one 
of  the  following  degrees:  Bnchelor 
of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Education,  Bachelor  of  Phil¬ 
osophy,  Bachelor  of  Business  Ad¬ 
ministration,  Bachelor  of  Commer¬ 
cial  Science,  Bachelor  of  Journal¬ 
ism,  or  any  Engineering  Degree. 
They  must  also  linve  completed  the 
equivalent  of  a  one  year  course  in 
i  mathematics  of  college  grade  or 
agree  to  register  for  such  n  course

Grade  School  Helps 


(Editor’s  Note:  The  following 
story  was  sent  in  tills  week  from 
the  Faucett  School.) 

“One  does  not  have  to  be  past  21 
to  help  win  this  war.  At  the  Faucett 
School  there  are  24  boys  and  girls 
hi  the  third  and  fourth  grades. 
Every  one  of  them  has  a  Defense 
Stamp  book. 

"When  tiie  school  started  selling 
stamps,  these  little  patriots  were 
among  the  first  to  buy  stamps. 
Three  of  the  number  have  finished 
one  five-dollar  book  each  and 
started  on  the  second,  Another  little 
chap  sold  his  pet  calf.  Did  ho  buy 
a  bicycle,  roller  skates,  candy  Not 
at  all!  His  first  thought  was  to 
finish  his  stamp  books  so  that  his 
room  might  lend  In  the  number  of 
stamps  bought.  He  had  already  fil¬ 
led  one  book  and  started  the 
second,  and  so  lie  bought  enough 
stamps  to  fill  three  books  and  $3.80 
:n  the  fourth  book.  He  was  thus 
able,  last  Saturday,  to  buy  his  bond. 
Others  will  be  bought  with  more  of 
the  ‘calf  money’,  as  the  year  goes 
on. 

“The  other  boys  and  girls  are  try¬ 
ing  Just  as  hard  to  get  their  bonds, 
too-  Not  all  are  lucky  enough  to 
have  calves  to  sell,  but  all  are  will¬ 
ing  to,  have  less  candy  and  fewer 


shows.  The  only  times  nny  of  them 
have  broken  their  pledge  to  buy  a 
stamp  a  week  has  been  when  they 
were  ill  and  could  not  bring  their 
dimes  to  school. 

“Buying  stamps  is  not  the  only 
patriotic  thing  they  are  doing.  When 
word  came  over  the  radio  to  save 
license  plates,  they  went  into  action. 
To  date,  over  250  have  been  collect¬ 
ed  and  turned  over  to  the  St.  Joseph 
Automobile  Club.  They  have  saved 
paper,  tinfoil,  toothpaste  tubes,  jar 
rubbers,  and  razor  blades. 

“The  paper  is  being  tied  into  neat 
bundles  and  sold  in  St.  Joseph. 
What  do  they  do  with  the  money? 
They  are  buying  Defense  Stamps. 
They  have  collected  enough  paper 
io  buy  one  stamp  for  every  student 
and  have  already  half  enough  for 
another  stamp  apiece. 

“One  corner  of  the  school  room 
is  called  “The  Defense  Corner."  To 
the  casual  observer  it  might  look 
like  tiie  city  dump,  but  to  those 
little  collectors,  it  is  a  means  of 
helping  win  the  war.  There  is  even 
a  stack  of  books  to  send  to  the 
soldiers.”

The  recipient  will  be  the  winner 
of  a  riding  contest  to  be  staged 
here  May  2  for  high  school  senior 
girls,  provided  she  ranks  in  the  up¬ 
per  third  of  her  class.

VALUES  OF  RECREATION 

Recreation  is  to  create  anew,  to 
restore  to  a  good  condition  the 
body  or  mind,  or  refresh  physically 
and  mentally.  This  includes  not 
or.ly  sleep  and  rest  but  the  refresh¬ 
ment  that  comes  from  pastimes, 
diversion,  ngreeabie  exercise,  or 
other  kinds  of  relaxation  and  en¬ 
joyment.  Recreation  is  often  drop¬ 
ped  in  tlic  pressure  of  modern  life 
on  Lhc  campus.  It  should  not  bo 
merely  a  matter  of  a  summer  vaca¬ 
tion,  but  a  continuous  renewing 
process— part  of  every  twenty-four 
hour  period. 

As  President  Roosevelt  said  In  a 
recent  speech,  “It  lias  been  proved 
beyond  doubt  that  human  beings 
cannot  sustain  continued  and  pro¬ 
longed  work  for  very  long  with 
obtaining  a  proper  balance  be¬ 
tween  work  on  the  one  hand  and 
vacation  and  recreation  of  the 
other  ....  Within  reasonable  limits 
t  believe  that  the  war  effort  will 
not  be  hampered  but  actually  im¬ 
proved  by  sensible  participation  in 
healthy  recreational  pursuits.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind,  however, 
that  ‘recreation  as  usual’  Is  just  as 
bad  as  ‘business  as  usual.’  Recrea¬ 
tion  under  recent  conditions  can  be 
undertaken  solely  witli  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  building  up  body  and  mind 
and  with  the  chief  thought  this 
\}'ill  help  win  the  war.” 

It  lias  been  said  that  the  pace 
that  kills  is  the  pace  that  never 
changes.  “Frequent  change  of  pace 
will  keep  us  from  tedium  on  one 
band  or  apoplexy  on  the  other.  For 
most  of  us  a  change  of  pace  means 
slowing  down,  but  in  mnay  activi¬ 
ties  we  should  speed  up.  We  may 
walk  and  talk  too  fast  but  think 
and  work  too  slowly.  Many  people 
v/lio  pine  to  change  their  jobs  need 
only  to  change  the  pace  with  which 
they  do  their  jobs— mix  up  their 
work  and  get  variety  into  tlic 
tempo.  .  .Change  of  pace  Is  like 
vdiat  we  call  second  wind;  in  mo¬ 
ments  of  fatigue  it  sets  up  a  fresh 
current  of  nervous  energy.” 

In  recreation  it  is  important  to 
acquire  some  supreme  personal  en¬ 
thusiasm,  and  it  is  a  greater  advan¬ 
tage  to  acquire  more  than  one. 
Pleasure  in  doing  some  activity  is 
health-giving  in  itself.  Enthus¬ 
iasm  will  be  increased  as  skill  and 
information  about  a  particular  ac¬ 
tivity  is  acquired. 

Recreation  should  not  be  thought 
of  entirely  in  terms  of  physical  ac¬ 
tivity  because  some  individuals  do 
not  find  it  possible  to  have  an  hour 
a  day  or  physical  activity  along 
recreational  lines.  Recreation  should 
ire  adapted  to  individual  needs;  and 
tlic  demands  made  by  everyday  life 
activities. 

Recreation  helps  to  create  healthy, 
socially  sensitive  individuals,  by 
bringing  fun,  enjoyment,  refresh¬ 
ment,  and  release  from  tension; 
by  improving  the  physical  condi¬ 
tion;  by  aiding  social  adjustment, 
particularly  the  mutual  adjustment 
of  tire  sexes  in  the  social  milieu;  by 
the  establishment  of  permanent 
p-:ay  linbits;  and  by  increasing  the 
satisfaction  of  belonging.

WHAT  THE  NAVY  WANTS 

Tlie  approval  of  the  United  States 
Navy  upon  the  application  of  the 
College  for  the  opportunity  to  give 
the  V-l  collegiate  course  of  study 
means  very  little  change  in  curric¬ 
ula  of  the  college.  It  will  mean,  as 
a  matter  of  course,  a  directed 
course  for  the  men  taking  this 
work,  in  that  more  mathematics 
and  physics  courses  nre  required. 

The  Navy  says,  "V-l  plans  of 
study  should  place  primary  empha¬ 
sis  upon  the  quality  of  the  general 
course  of  study  so  that  there  will 
be  no  impairment  of  its  structure, 
icquircments,  or  standards.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Navy,  the  first  es¬ 
sential  for  each  student  is  to  pur¬ 
sue  the  major  course  of  study  best 
suited  to  his  aptitudes;  and.  in 
electing  courses  and  in  studying 
them,  to  develop  the  following 
capacities: 

“(a)  For  reading  intelligently, 
and  for  simple,  lucid,  and  concise 
expression ; 

“(b)  For  sound,  incisive,  and 
well-ordered  thought.  The  com¬ 
petitive  examination  will  most 
thoroughly  examine  these  capaci¬ 
ties.  All  programs  of  V-l  study  will 
be  carefully  reviewed  to  insure  thnt 
tho  existing  general  plan  of  ed¬ 
ucation  has  not  been  impaired  and 
is  of  high  collegiate  quality. 

Physical  education  will  be  stress¬ 
ed  in  the  program.  Tire  Navy  will 
require  of  its  students  “good  health 
end  hard  physical  condition,  the 
ability  to  swim,  and  the  capacity 
for  endurance  of  physical  strain 
over  extended  periods.  These  will 
bn  measured  by  the  exacting  physi¬ 
cal  examinations  required  for  a 
commission  as  an  officer  in  the 
Navy.  All  programs  of  study  will  be 
checked  to  insure  that  they  include 
adequate  plans  for  correction  of 
physical  defects  and  for  bringing 
students  to  the  highest  level  of 
physical  endurance.” 

To  stress  one  point,  the  Navy 
circular  says,  "The  Navy  wishes  to 
renssert  the  primary  importance  of 
a  well  rounded  academic  education 
as  the  basis  for  developing  capacity 
for  sound,  incisive,  and  well  ordered 
thought  and  expression.  Nothing 
should  impair  this. 

Then  again  the  circular  says  in 
capital  letters:  THE  IMPORTANCE 
OF  TEACHING  STUDENTS  TO 
COMBINE  INCISIVE,  RIGOROUS 
THOUGHT  WTTH  EXACTNESS 
OF  STATEMENT,  TO  FOLLOW 
SPECIFICATIONS,  TO  BE 
PROMPT  AND  ATTENTIVE  TO 
DETAILS  IN  FORM  AND  SUB¬ 
STANCE,  CANNOT  BE  TOO  MUCH 
EMPHASIZED  IN  ALL  ASSIGNED 
WORK.  THE  INSTITUTION 
SHOULD  SEEK  IN  ITS  TEAM¬ 
ING  TO  DEVELOP  IN  EACH  V-l 
STUDENT  THIS  FRAMEWORK 
UPON  WHICH  DEPENDS  THE 
INDIVIDUAL  SELF  DISCIPLINE 
SO  VITAL  IN  THE  NAVY. 

In  a  'later  number  of  the  North¬ 
west  Missourian  will  be  published, 
tlie  physical  education  program  out¬ 
lined  for  the  men  who  will  take 
this  V-l  training.

•Under  a  false  ceiling  composed 
of  green  and  white  streamers 
which  were  suspended  from  a  huge 
“M"  in  the  center  and  attached  to 
the  side  walls,  the  students,  chap¬ 
erones,  and  guests  at  the  annual 
Scoop  Dance  danced  from  9:00  until 
12:30  o’clock  to  the  music  of  the 
College  Dance  Band.

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High  School  Graduates 

Have  Better  Averages 

HANOVER,  N.  H.— (A'CP)— High 
school  graduates  have  a  better 
scholastic  record  at  Dartmouth  col¬ 
lege  thqn  students  who,  prepared 
for  college  in  private  schools. 

A  four-year  study  by  Edward  T. 
Chamberlain,  assistant  dean 
freshmen,  revealed  that  of  650  grad¬ 
uates,  divided  evenly  between  public 
and  private  school  men,  those  grad¬ 
uated  from  public  schools  had  tire 
better  foui'-year  average. 

Public  school  students  had  a  four- 
year  average  of  2.416  out  of  a  pos¬ 
sible  4,  while  private  sohool  grad¬ 
uates  had  2.186, 

The  study  also  revealed  that  few¬ 
er  men  from  high  schools  were 
dropped  or  disciplined  for  academic 
reasons;  more  public  school  men 
received  prizes  and  honors  at  grad¬ 
uation,  and  the  public  school  group 
obtained  higher  records  on  com¬ 
prehensive  examinations  cpvering 
the  entire  major  field. 

Dean  Robort  C,  Strang,  director 
of  admlssisons,  warned  the  survey 
did  not  provide  any  basis  for  dan¬ 
gerous  generalizing'  about  compar¬ 
ative  merits  of  public  and  private 
school  education.  He  said  the  sur¬ 
vey  was  conducted  primarily  to  test 
the  theory  behind  Dartmouth’s  un¬ 
ique  selective  process  of  admission. 

‘'Nothing  has  been  produced," '  the 
dean  sa(d,  “to  shake  our  belief  that 
native  Intelligence,  resourcefulness 
and  the  will  to  learn  are  the  major 
[•factors  In  college  success  and  that 
admission  to  Dartmouth  should  be 
based  upon  evidence  of  these  qual¬ 
ities  rather  than  upon  fonnai,  im¬ 
personal  secondary  sohool  credits.”

(o  be  completed  prior  to  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  work  required  for  a 
baccalaureate  degree.  In  addition,  a 
course  in  trigonometry  must  have 
been  taken  in  an  accredited  school 
or  college  ” 

Must  Have  Parent’s  Consent 

Certain  papers,  such  as  parent’s 
or  guardian’s  consent,  birth  certifi¬ 
cate,  and  the  like  must  be  included 
with  the  application,  as  will  be 
made  clear  to  interested  men  at 
Monday’s  meeting. 

“From  those  young  men  enrolled 
or  accepted  for  enrollment  in  ac¬ 
credited  colleges,  the  Navy  will  ac¬ 
cept  voluntary  enlistment  as  Ap¬ 
prentice  Seamen  (V-l)  of  not  more 
than  80,000  men  per  year  who  arc 
between  the  ages  of  17-i9  inclusive; 
who  are  of  good  moral  character; 
who  can  meet  the  physical  stand¬ 
ards  for  enlisted  men;  and  who  will 
complete  In  college  at  their  own 
expense  Navy  Department  accepted 
pre-induction  training  curricula  in 
an  Inactive  status  for  the  equivalent 
of  the  first  two  calendar  years.” 

The  curricula  submitted  to  the 
Navy  deartment  by  this  College  vary 
little  fropi  the  ordinary  degree 
curricula,  except  that  the  V-l  people 
must  include  algebra  and  trig¬ 
onometry  and  one  year  of  physics. 
They  will  be  specifically  recom¬ 
mended  to  take  physical  education 
activity  each  quarter  while,  on  the 
program — this  to  improve  them  in 
physical  fitness  and  endurance 
necessary  in  work  in  the  United 
States  Navy. 

Must  Pass  Comprehensive 
Examinations 

"When  a  V-l  man  completes  ap¬ 
proximately  one  and  one-half  cal¬ 
endar  years  of  his  college  work  on 
the  approved  program  with  academ¬ 
ic  grades  satisfactory  to  the  college, 
he  will  take  a  comrehensive  gen¬ 
eral  examination  of  the  objective 
type,  prepared  by  the  Navy  De¬ 
partment.” 

This  comprehensive  examination 
will  be  the  basis  upon  which  the 
student  will  be  recommended  for 
further  work.  “If  a  student  ranks 
sufficiently  high  in  the  comprehen¬ 
sive  examination  for  aviation  cadet 
flight  training  (V-5),  has  improved 
his  physical  fitness  sufficiently  to 
meet  the  Naval  aviation  physical 
standards,  and  displays  officer-like 
qualities,  and  aptitudes,  he  will  be 
permitted  to  finish  at  least  two 
calendar  years  at  college  before  be- 
big  transferred  to  the  V-5  program 
for  training  to  be  an  officer  pilot.” 
Approximately  20,000  V-l  men  will 
be  so  transferred  te  Class  V-5  for 
aviation  cadet  flight  trailing. 

From  those  who  “pass  a  Navy 
comprehensive  examination  above 
a  certain  level,  and  have  improved 
their  Physical  fitness  to  meet  the 
standards  bp.1’  Reserve  officers  and 
display  officer-like  qualities  and 
aptitudes,  approximately  15,000  per 
year  will  be  transferred  to  V-7  en¬ 
listment  status,  be  permitted  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  college  coursed  in  an  in¬ 
active  duty  status  at  their  own  ex¬ 
pense,  up  to  a  baccalaureate  de¬ 
gree,  taking  curricula  acceptaole  to 
the  Navy  Department.  Of  those 
15,000  V-7  apprentice  seamen,  ap¬ 
proximately  5,000  will  be  accepted 
from  standard  engineering  courses 
and  the  remainder  from  programs 
acceptable  to  the  Navy  Depart¬ 
ment,”  as  the  program  at  this  Col¬ 
lege  will  be.  Upon  graduation  from 
college,  these  men  will  be  given  Re¬ 
serve  Midshipman  training  leading 
to  a  commission  in  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve.  "They  will  be  retained  in 
Glass  V-7  as  long  as  they  maintain 
academic  standards  satisfactory  to 
the  faculty  and  as  long  as  the 
exigencies  of  war  permit.” 

“Those  not  selected  for  transfer 
to  Class  V-5  or  Class  V-7  will  be 
permitted  to  finish  two,  calendar 
years  of  the  pre-induction  training 
program,  of  the  college  which  fhey 
attend  and  then  will  be  called  to 
active  duty  as  apprentice  seamen. 
They  will  be  sent  to,  naval  training 
schools  for  naval  recruit  indoctrin¬ 
ation  and  ordered  to  general  ser¬ 
vice  in  an  enlisted  status.” 

Those  who  successfully  complete 
the  V-5  (aviation  cadet  training) 
program  are  commissioned  as  en¬ 
signs  A-V  (N),  United  States  Naval 
Reserve.  Those  who  successfully 
complete  the  V-7  (Reserve  Mid¬ 
shipman)  program  arc  commission¬ 
ed  ensigns  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve. 

Examination  on  May  I,  1942 

In  order  to  expedite  matters,  a 
special  examination  Is  to  be  given 
May  1.  1942,  fqr  those  “college  men 
now  in  their  sophomore  year  in  aii 
accredited  college  or  university  who 
are  in  good  repute  In  their  com¬ 
munity  and  whq  are  between  the 
ages  of  17-19,  Inclusive,  and  who 
can  meet  the  enlisted  physical 
standards  and  whp  desire  to  volun¬ 


teer  for  enlistment  .as  apprentice 
seamen  V-l  in  the  Navy.”  This  ex¬ 
amination  Is  to  be  "a  very  general 
comprehensive  examination  of  the 
objective  type.”  Those  who  pass  this 
examination  and  who  volunteer  for 
V-5  aviation  cridet  training  and 
\yho  can  pass  the  officer  physical 
examination  for  naval  aviation  will 
be  accepted  for  V-5;  permitted  to 
complete  at  least  the  balance  of 
the  present  scholastic  year  and 
will  thereafter  be  ordered  to  ac¬ 
tive  duty  on  the  V-5  Program  in 
increments  as  determined  by  ser¬ 
vice  needs. 

Those  who  "pass  this  examina¬ 
tion  and  volunteer  for  V-7  train¬ 
ing  for  general  deck  and  engineer¬ 
ing  duty  and  who  can  meet  the 
officer  physical  standards  will  be 
transferred  to  V-7,  retained  in  an 
Inactive.  .status  and  permitted  to 
complete  at  their  ovyn  expense  the 
academic  work  to  the  baccalaureate 
degree  on  a  program  acceptable  to 
the  Navy,”  as  the  program  at  the 
College  here  will  be. 

This  examination  will  take  into 
account  the  fact  that  the  present 
sophomores  have  not  followed  the 
program  which  Is  to  be  prescribed. 
They  will  be  permitted  to  take  the 
required  courses  later— the  math¬ 
ematics  and  physics  courses,  es¬ 
pecially.  If  a  student  meets  the 
enlisted  physical  standards  but  up¬ 
on  physical  re-examination,  fails  to 
meet  the  officer'  or  naval  aviation 
cadet  physical  examination,  the 
Navy  will  discharge  him  from  his 
V-l  enlistment  if  he  so  requests. 

Examination  for  Freshmen 

A  comprehensive  examination  for 
freshmen  will  be  given  about  March 
1,  1943.  This  examination  will  in¬ 
clude  in  its  required  material  some 
mathematical  and  physical  science 
questions  on  the  collegiate  level, 
but  only  so  much  as  can  be  covered 
in  one  semester.  One  statement  in 
the  Navy’s  circular  deserves  special 
mention:  "The  balance  of  this 
comprehensive  examination  will  be 
of  a  general  type  with  ample  op¬ 
tional  areas  designed  to  test  gen¬ 
eral  powers  of  dealing  accurately, 
logically  and  concisely  with  facts 
and  deducing  therefrom  by  well  or¬ 
dered  incisive  thought  a  clear  ex¬ 
pression  of  results. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  is  a 
statement  of  what  the  Navy  is  go¬ 
ing  to  expect  of  the  colleges  it  ap¬ 
proves  for  giving  this  training.  Men 
Interested  in  the  program  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  read  that  article.  Others 
<n  the  College  will  profit  by  a  care¬ 
ful  examination  of  it.

California  Laboratory 

Creates  Ocean  Beach 


Woman  Makes  Study  for 
Hollywood  Stars’  Speech 


BERKELEY,  Calif— (ACP)-Mid- 
get  ocean  storms  alternated  with 
periods  of  tranquillity,  created  in  a 
tiny  laboratory  model  of  n  beach, 
nre  being  used  by  the  department 
of  mechanical  engineering  at  the 
University  of  California  to  discover 
the  effects  of  the  seasons  on  the 
beaches  of  America. 

In  a  recent  experiment  investiga¬ 
tors  packed  a  full  year  of  Nature’s 
work  on  a  beach  into  a  couple  of 
days  in  their  tiny  laboratory  model. 

The  model  is  a  foot  wide,  66  feet 
long  and  bhree  feet  deep.  At  one 
end  is  a  paddle  which  fits  into  the 
tank  and  is  moved  back  and  forth 
by  a  motor.  This  paddle  ’  creates 
waves  which  are  sent  toward  the 
other  end  of  the  tank.  Here  the 
tank  slopes  like  a  beach  and  it  is 
covered  with  sand. 

The  tank  at  the  "beach”  end  has 
glass  walls,  and  the  changes  that 
take  place  can  be  photographed 
and  studied  carefully  at  each  stage. 

In  their  experiment  the  investi¬ 
gators  first  turned  on  the  storm; 
that  is,  they  ran  the  paddle  at  a 
fast  clip.  A  typical  storm  beach 
was  created,  similar  to  that  found 
on  natural  beaches  at  this  time  of 
year.  It  Ls  characterized  by  a  large 
sand  bar  offshore  at  the  point 
where  the  big  waves  crash,  and 
smaller  bars  up  the  beach  where 
smaller  waves  break.  ' 

After  a  typical  storm,  or  winter 
beach,  was  built  up  the  paddle  was 
slowed  down  to  a  rate  simulating 
summer  calmness.  The  gentle 
waves  gradually  removed  the  sand 
bars,  throwing  the  sand  back  on 
the  shore  and  forming  a  gently 
sloping  beach  typical  of  summer.

More  than  52  per  cent  of  273  film 
actors  who  were  observed  in  the 
study  use  the  “General  American’1 
speech,  Miss  Hall  found.  This  form 
cf  speech  is  characterized  by  re¬ 
tention  of  the  letter  “r”  and  use  ot 
a  short  “a”. 

Forty-four  per  cent,  however,  use 
the  “eastern  American”  speech, 
which  is  characterized  by  dropping 
of  the  “r”  and  broadening  of  the 
“a,”  the  study  revealed.  This  dia¬ 
lect  is  spoken  by  11,000,Q00|  persons 
living  in  New  York  city  and  New: 
England.  “Southern  British”  is 
also  included  under,  this  designa¬ 
tion. 

to  another  study  it  was  found 
that  the  Eastern  American  and 
Southern  British  dialects  p^pdom-? 
inate  on  the  legitimate  stage.  Sev¬ 
enty- two  per  cent  of  the  stage  stars 
were  said  to  drop  their  “r’s”  and 
broaden  their  “a’s”  as  opposed  to 
24  per  cent  who  spoke  general  Am¬ 
erican.
